Mr. F.Sergoaut is paiulinga pictuto 
of tlia 'HoUBft of C'onimoDs which is in- 
tended to contain tho portraits of the 
present nnd l:ifo Adniinistrations, ag 
also of nm'uy of Uui luunt conapicuoua 
ropresciitatives of the United King- 
dom. One of the committee rooms of 
the House of Commons has been placed 
at the difpofial' of tbe arlist for the 
prosecution of a work which promises 
to bo of liinitoi-ical interest. 

It ia uol f^'euoriilly kno'wn that 
foreigners ftio not disqualified from 
jo^nfe IHe'-Engliah Board . of Trade 
as masters iu'/tli'd British mercantile 
navy. It was stated in the House of 
Commons the other night by Sir C. 
Adderley that two forei^^ners had even 
received commissions iu the Royal 
Naval Reserve. One has since been

The English Army, exclusive of 
, non-efliciftnts in the re.serve forces, is 
returned this year at cou.giderably un- 
der half a miliion.

gulars. Of those last there are '211,821 
distributed through tho colonies, Gl2,- 
850 stationed in India, and 100,059 at 
home. Kn returns nro given of the 
number of native and colonial troops.

Tha attitad,^ of Ministors 
queetion woB rather moio 
tliau edifyioR. The 
xetary opjposod the Report of the Com- 
mittee, while bo voted for it. Tlio 
Chief Commissioner misrepresented 
»ad bitterly opposed it. The Minis- 
ter 'of -Finance maintained a desoroet 
silence but didn't venture to vote 
against it. The Premier voted for it 
in silence, only a sUffht grimace indi- 
cating tho paiofulness of the opera- 
tion. Wo have said both the Provin- 
cial SocL-otary and tho Chief Cora mi s- 
siouer inisrepresentod the question. 
They persisted in describing it as a 
proposition 1o iiiereaiso taxation, to 
make this Province pay more than the 
others. They knew such was not the 
case: ' The proposition is to place cer- 
tain additional duties upon specified 
articles hy v^ny of afl'oRling- protoctioa 
to our own producers, nud to lodiice 
tho duty on dry goods "in such ninu- 
ner as to adjust the difl'erenco of the 
proposed iucrease." In other words, 
a reduction is to be made on {,'oods 
■which must be imported and which all 
use equal to llio iaciense on those 
commodities which wo can raise our- 
■elves and which ought not to bo im- 
ported. That is the sum and sub- 
Btance of tho proposition; and we do 
not believe these Ministers will be 
likely to gain much cheap popularity 
by so wantonly nubrepresenliug facts. 
But if, as Mr. Baavon asserted, "im- 
portant interests were entirely over- 
looked," why didn't he move such an 
amendment as would have included 
these interests? Had he done so, wc 
feel quite ceitain it would have met 
with proper coiisidoralion. But, in- 
stead of doing that, he contented 
himself with moving an absurd am- 
endraenl vrhich bore falsehood on tlie 
face of it, and which could only lind 
two supporters beside himself! It 
^vould be* cruel to holdout much hope 
of Canada making the concession now. 
There is little doubt tuat it could have 
been got when Canada came to Col- 
umbia to ask for a relaxation of the 
Railway bond; but the Govemineiit

*** ' ' OttTJBOH BBSEBTB. 

Hon. Mr. Wnlkem exphiiued tbat Lo 
hftd Beoondeil tlio resolution to inquire 
into the ownership of the Church Re- 
serve iiroporty bocaiise tlio hon. gontlo- 
man for Uanboo (Mr. BaruBtou) -was ab- 
aent. Ue (Mr. Walkem) had no dosire 
to serve on tbat Committee. 

Mr. Barneton was appointed to the 
vacancy. 

WBSTUtNSTISn TAX 8AI/ES. 

Mr. MoCreight reported from the Com- 
mittee on the New Wostminster Tax Sales 
Bill that in their opinion the matter was 

one for thi? Sii|irrino Court and not for 
this Houao to ileal with. 

Mr. Holbrook complained that this 
Oommittep hud arrogated to thomaolvea 
judicial powers and that they had t.x- 
ceedod their functions and ignored the 
HSute. He onntended that the Oommit- 
tee's duties were conflned to seeing whe- 
ther the StMidiiiK OrderH had been com- 
plied with, lit liiul placc-d the fullebt 
information in tUo Lauds of the Commit- 
tee, and now thiy hud reported against 
the Bill iu u most unprecedented man- 
ner. The hon. gentleman proceeded to 
■elerely ooiidemn the conduct, of the 
Committee, and said that the property 
which was sold was forfeited by the ro- 
fuiial of its former owners to pay their 
taxes. In tlie pi i^sont condition of things 
the progrciH of the town was 8toi)ped be- 
cause the pre.senl liolders were kept iu 
doubt aa to the legality of the sales. Ho 
ooncladed by moving that the Bill bo re- 
ferred baek to the Committee for report 
AO that the Bill may be laid before this 
House. 

Mr. Hughes seconded. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem with great w^rmth 
said that the hon. gentleman had had the 
temerity to talk for Half an hour in his 
own interest. He asked the House to 
give him a lot of land for which he bad 
paid little or nothing. The hon. gentle- 
man (Mr. Holbrook) had aetually itigned 
another man's name ( Mr. Websier'tt) to 
the petition . Ho didn't oliject to relief 
being granted, but this was not the way 
to obtain it. The hon. gentleman haa 
oommitted a breaoh of privilege in 
reporting what went on before the com- 
mittee. Ho suggested that one suit be 
entered into to ii.'.st tbo whole 5G cases. 
Haquoteiltho Act which prevented a 
niBn^ber from voting on any subject in 
vhich he might have a direct peouniary 
interest. 

Mr. Holbrook said that be was interest- 
ed in a half lot which he hud bought from 
John Cooper. Ho did not buy any pro- 
perty at the sale. Ho had signed Mr. 

Webster's nama after duo authorization, 
and again urf^cd the jioint of excess of 
duty by the Comuiittee and concluded by 
deprecating tha remark.-, of the Attorney 
general so far as they aflfeoled New West- 
minster as unjust. 

Mr. Hnghe.i defended the petitioners. 

Mr. Walkem replieil disclauning any 
intention of (lisi)ariiHing the petitioners. 

Mr. Booth defended the action of the 
Committee. 

Dr. Tolmie said the Committee bad sat 
several time on the Bill and had endea- 
vored to do justice to the iireaent as well 
as the absent ; and as a miiinber of the 
Oouiroitteo he would have uo o!)jeGtion to 
see the Bill t iuue bcfino the Houho un- 
der the 01th SeoUoii. 

Mr. Bubson while agreeing with tbo 
loader of the government iu his position 
attacked that Iton. gentleman for iiis as- 
sault on the hon. member for Now West- 
minster who, in the nnsellishnesB of his 
nature, hail forgotten that ho bad SIDO 
in the property llaughter J. Ho also re- 
ferred to the allusion of the hon. Attor- 
ney General to the signing of another 
gentleoian's name aa ooarsuaud unjustiti- 
•ble. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem retorted that the 

hon. gontli'i;ian for Nanaimo should bo 
the labl to i-,l^;nd up for Xow W'cistmins- 
ter, which district ho had desorted— de- 
serted the iu'3n tl^at fpd him. 

Mr. Bobson replied that tho allunion 
fi^B coiitcmptiblo. When he left New 
WestminLiler an address of confidence in 
him ujK;ned by all but 3 of the residents 
of that phu'o was {jrosontod to liim. Such 
allusions c.uuc in remarkably ba<l gnioo 
from tho h-ador of the government who 
was kirkt'd out of every district on tho 
Mainland and finally had to appeal to 
poor Governor Seymour to hoist him in- 
to tho Council as a magistrate (great 
laughter.)

COMMITTEE 01-' SUrl'I.Y. 

The hon. Minister of Finance & Agri- 
oultur* said that on moving that the 
Speaker do leave the Chair he proposed 
to make a few remarks on tho financial 
condition of the Province with reforcnco 
to tho sum of S185.000 which niijioaiod 
on the Estimates. This sum was obtain 
ed as a temporary loan at tho low rato of 
6 per cent. Tho revenue inclusive of 
that oolkoted and retained by the Muni- 
cipalities, showed an increase of nearly 
820,000. Licenses and Road Tax showed 
an increase over the last two or thioii 
years. 'General mining receipts for 187t 
amounted to about tho same buiu as _in 
1872, and showed an increase over IST.'i. 
Tbo Estimates would show the success of 
the Government policy of opening up tho 
countrv during the last year as an amount 
of about 8100,000 bad boon e.^panded in 
opening up tho New WostmiuHter Dis- 
tiiot, and, as a result of tliis j>olicy, up- 
wards of 280 families had settled, and tho 
yearly increase to tho rovonuo of o27,l)Ui). 
Derived from this source wus from in ex- 
cesa of the S7000 which it was estimated 
would justify the expenditure. It should 
also be remarked that several of the set 
tiers brought a considerable amount of 
capital into the Province with them, ond 
this will of conr.io have to bo ])hu'cd 
nniongHt tlie beneficial results of last 
year'", expondilure. Ho gave a resunu! 
of tho position of the I'rovinre before the 
adjustment of tlio Provincial debts by the 
Dominion Government, and stated the 
diflforence between the debt at present al- 
lowed and tho debt with which British 
Crdumbia entered the Dominion nt some 
S88i,700, the interost on which amounted 
to S-1J:,000. Great caro Lad been bestow- 
ed upon tho preparation of tho Estimates 
and tho Government had been solicitous 
in every case not to exceed tho probable 
amount which might be derived from any 
source. As the various items ^you Id re- 
ceive any explanation w Inch might be re- 
quired in Committee ho would not detain 
tho House any longer; but would s-iuiply 
oxpresj a hopo that the care which had 
boon oxercised in tho preparation of tho 
Estimates would ensure them the support 
of every member of the House. 

Mr. Holbrook said he would eieze the 
usual privilege accorded to members nt 
this stage of the prooeodings ui freely 
oaticzing tho policy of the 3Iini.stry, and 
tirst and formost ho would t-tat<> it as his 
conviction that tho miasion of tho Pre- 
mier to England had for its object to 
bring tho Railway by way of Seymour 
Narrows, instead of tho more natural 
route of tboFrnser Bivpr. nfthnni^'litthe 
Estimates had been 1)1 Ojiarod with cai rt, 
and were liberal to tho country, and was 
also of opinion tbat benefit had been de- 
rived from the oxiiedilion of tho govern- 
ment on the Fraser River Valley Bouds, 
and after olltlding to the government hav- 
ing thrown out the bill which he had 
brought in to legalizocortain sales of land 
and oxjiressing a hopo that tho govsrn- 
mont would now do bomelhing them 
selves for the protection of the Now West- 
minster people, ho oguin lamented the 
probability of the Roihvay coming by way 
of Bute Jnlet or Deano'a Oauftl, which he 
considered a mere waste of labor. 

Mr. Robson, after a finv remarks ui)on 
tho manner iu which the government had 
narrowed down iho rights of jinvate 
members by an arbitrary movement, 
proceeded to u.ftll hi;a-elf of the ono si ,11 
left, the right to say at this etage of tho 



ilii) jirn-'iont scheme was rotten to tho corn. 
Ho allmlcd to tho mission to England as 
a false step and declared that better 
terms might have boon cbtained by a'l- 
other course. It was all very pleasant 
for tho leader of tho government to bo 
hobnobby with Earls; but the consequen- 
cc.1 to Columbia might bo less pleasant, 
tlo believed Mr. Maokenzte to be an hon- 
est statesman and thot he would proceed 
with tho works without taking any notice 
of any annoyance which tho gov- 
ernmeiit of this Province could 
give him. Ho did not beliovo the 
refusal ot the Honato to pass tiio Esqui- 
nialt and Nanaimo Railway Bill would 
mako tho slightest dififeronoe. But al- 
though ho believed Mookenzio to bo mag- 
iMuiimous, yet ho was but human after 
all and ho oonid not bo expected to do as 
much for British Columbia now as ho 
would liaTO done had ho been properly 
met a year. When Mr. Edgar cpmo here 
Mr. Mackenzie had expected that if tho 
terms ho propoaod were not aatisfaotory 
a counter proposal would have been 
made, and he stood ready to grant really 
better terms than had been obtained by 
tno meili;'lion of Lord Carnarvon. The 
total amount to bo oxpondituro for ISIain- 
land was ;S202.Ulj, and for Vancouver, 
Sti 1,014. Tho povornmeut would probab- 
ly Bcoru all territorial distinctions. That 
was all very well;bnt it wasn't pleasant to 
have one's pocket picked under such pro- 
fessions. Tho hon. m«mber proceeded to 
iliscuss the various district appropria- 
tions seriatim, in order to illustrate tiio 
gross partiality of the Ciovernment. In 
fact, it was jierfei'tly clear that tho grand 
principle on which the rovonuo was ap- 
portioned was "Buy 8upj)or^, and pun- 
ish opposition." tloining to Kooteiiny, 
he said there must surely be atypogrnph 
ical error, as tbo Government could 
hardly be so ungrateful as to cut Kooto- 
nay off with ii paltry S.'iOlU), seeing her 
jnnidr member seconded tho Address 
when no other member could bo found 
willing to do it; and ho called upon the 
junior member to show a little indepoud- 
ence for once and pitch into the Govern- 
ment for having treated his District with 
such scurvy ingratitude. Tho Govorn- 
nient would no doubt wink at it, as they 
hail !iim safe anil fast on grounds to de- 
licate to mention here. Tho hon. member 
then touk up tho case of Nanaimo, charg- 
ing the Crovernment with having held 
out certain inducements to become in- 
corporated, and now brooking faith hy 
giving S;i.OtiO instead of JSIS.OOO. He 
tannt(nl the leailcr of tho Government 
with having also broken faith willi Nana- 
imo in respect to representation, and 
challenged him to run again-it him at the 
nest e'ojtiou. Ho d«e t upon the glowing 
importanco of the District; it had never 
received anything like justice. 

Mr. Smith eoniparod tho speech of tho 
hon. gentleman who had just sat down to 
an overgrown strawberry — a cross be- 
tween H ruta baga turnip and a crab ap- 
nie. He deuioil tliat anyone had over 
attempted to buy him. Tiie hon. gentle- 
man had said ho opposed the Qovern- 
mont at the boginoiug of tho session and 
that directly he had a Ric;ht of tho Esti^ 
mates he tuiiu'd f'Kbt round. The 
nieiuii-. r forNan iiiuo h id said wo should 
not get the money to build tho Dock; 
vi^ry well, we could go without a Dock. 
Ho did nftt believe any of tho talk that 
Mackenzie would build tho railway. Four 
years were already gone by and not asin- 
"gle sleeper laid down to rest although 
Ihe railway was the groat bait which bad 
dr.iwn us into Uonfeileration. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson had something 
to say on the policy of tho Government, 
lie thought tho Walkem Mission to IJn?- 
laud a failure, aq>l Mt^ilgU wheQ Mr. 
Edgar was here he bad believed that bo m« 
;,'ood might bo dorin liy it, yot that was 
because the government hid kept every 
one in the dark. Tho ru.iult was that the 
Premier liac' brought back terms which 
he himself condoinued. A year had been 
lost and the fault lay at the door of tho

The ilock 
Hchenie had collapsed, and instead of re- 
ceiving tho million on which they had 
caloulatod they liad boon compollLid to 
borrow money at \>t;v cent., and doubr- 
less in conse(jiienco of this, we found the 
word liability staring ua in th« fuco on 
almost every jiage of the E*timato3 or. in 
other words, the government were in 
debt in nearly every district iu which they 
had done work. In fact, tho govern. nent 
had found when too late that they had 
made i> mistake. This year we found 
them proposing to olitaiu $i)18,();!l) ; part- 
ly to carry on public works of this, and 
p'arlly "to pay debts incur 
red last year. They proposed to 
take over for this year's servicn about 
SjiOO,()i)0, or about half the sum of SOI.j,- 
000, tho propriety of ei'ponding which 
bad boon lately discussod. The -uoiK^y 
we were to' bavo received last year for 
the Dock hod proved a delusion and he 
was much of raid the Government acheuie 
this year would iirovo to be a delusion 
also. Tho C'liiuf Llommiasiouer, *hen 
acting a few days ago as tho leader of 
tho Government, liad said the l)'ii-k 
Hchcmo and the taking ovev of tin- f-'lul,- 
000 was the policy of llie liu vimii meni . 
Ho (Mr. Robson) had already saidiu his 
ploco in tho House that tho government 
was mistaken in believing that the money 
for the dock was in the nature of a free 
gift. Now he had to-day the bent of roa- 
uoufi /or fjtatiiig tbr.t, the nioni-y would 
be charged against the Province a:) a loan 
and ho thouglit tho government wouUl 
not now vonturo to djiiy tli.it this was the 
CJ180. If tlioy still hchi that belief, how- 
over, be bad in his pookot evidence which 
he would show tho leader of the govorn- 
niont privately and which ho had no 
doubt would ciuivincc him iU:<A the dock 
money wouhl never lie reeeived except as 
a loan, on which interost would ba charg- 
ed, and he did not believe the Imperial 
grant weuld be n free gift any moro than 
tho Canadian.
